Now, as to your 
terrapin. Bless you, there is all the 
difference in the world in them. The 
more northerly is the terrapin found the 
better. You eat a Florida terrapin—yon 
needn't despise it, for terrapin is terra 
pin everywhere—but you get a Chesa- 
peake one or a Delaware bay cue, or, 
better still, a Long Island one, and there 
is just tho difference between $10 a 
dozen and $86. Warm water kinder 
washes the delicate flavor out of them. 
Don't yon let Mr. Bergh know it, but 
your terrapin must be boiled alive. 
Have a good big pot, with a hot fire un- 
der it, so that he shan't languish, and 
when it has got on a full head of steam 
pop him iu. What I am goin to give is 
a recipe for a single one. If you are aw- 
f nil j rich and go in for a gross of terra- 
pin, just use your multiplication table. 
Just as soou as he caves in watch him 
and try hia flippers. When they part 
when you pry them with your finger 
nail, he is good. Open him nicely with 
a luiife. Bilin of him dislocates the 
snuffbox. 
There ain't overmuch of it, 


more's the pity. The most is in the 
jiuts of the logs aud side lockers, but it 
you want to commit murder just you 
smash his gall, and then your terrapin 
is gone forever. Watch closely for egga 
and handle them gingerly. Now, hav- 
iu got him or her all into shape, pnt 
the meat aside. Take three fresh eggs— 
you must have thorn fresh. 
Bile 'em 


hnrd and mash 'em smooth. Add to 
that u tablespoouful of sifted 
flour, 


three tanlespooufuls of cream, salt and 
popper (red popper to n terrapin is just 
depravity) and two wineglasses of sher- 
ry wine. Wine as costs S2.50 a bottle 
ain't a bit too good. There never was a 
Rotegu in all Portugal that wouldn't 
think itself honored to have itself mixed 
up with a terrapin. Now you want quite 
iv quarter of a pound of the very best 
fresh butter and put that in a porcelain 
covered pan nnd melt it first—mustn't 
be browned. When it's come to bo oily, 
put iu your, terrapin, yolks of egg, wine 
and all. Let it simmer gently. Bilia 
up two or three times does tho business. 
What you are after is to make it blend. 
T hero ain' t nothiu that must bo too Joint- 
ed in terrapin stew. It wants to be n 
quiot thing, a suave thing, just pervad- 
ed with a most beautiful and natural 
terrapin aroma. You must servo it to 
tho people that eats it on a hot plate, 
but the renl thing is to have it on a 
chufiu dish, and though a man ought 
not to bo selfish there is a kind of diviue 
satisfaction iu catin it all yourself."— 
Philadelphia Times.

UAFTAIN SIGSBEE'S'MESSAGE 


Throws No Light Upon That Impor- 


tant Question, 


WOUNDED ARE WELL CARED FOR. 


Eh* American Colony In Havana Doing 


Everything In Tlieir 1'ower For the 
Scllcf of the injured—Ouncotton Al- 
leged to Bave Been the Cause of th« 
Explosion That Sent the 1'rotid War 
Vessel Maine to the liottom of Havana 
Harbor. 


Havana, Feb. 17.—The official cable 


message of Captain General Blanco in 
regard to the destruction of the Maine 
was filed at midnight. 


Half an hour after midnight 36 of 


the crew, of the Maine had been carried 
to the Military hospital of 
Havana. 


They were all most seriously wounded. 
. On board the Spanish cruiser Alfon- 
10 XIII 26 of the wounded were treat- 
ed, and 36 were succored on board the 
City of "Washington. 


The Maine, at the time of the explo- 


sion, was at anchor about 500 yeards 
from the arsenal and some 200 yeards 
from the floating dock. 


The explosion put out 
the 
street 


• lights near the wharf and blew down 
telephone and telegraph wires In that 
vicinity. 


Admiral Manterola and General So- 


lano put off to the Maine soon after the 
explosion and offered their services to 
Captain Sigsbee. 


The first explosion is said to have 


been caused 
by overheating 
of BOO 


pounds of gun cotton, and the subse- 
auent explosion is alleged to have been 
caused by shells and cartridges. 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 


of the Maine was half undressed at 
9:45 p. m., and was smoking in his 
cabin, next to that of the cabin of the 
captain, it is said, when the explosion 
occurred and put out the electric lights. 
Wainwright then lighted a match and 
went to Captain Sigsbee's cabin. The 
captain, it appears, had been thrown 
from his bed, but was uninjured. They 
both went on deck and gave orders to 
flood 2,500 pounds of gun cotton, which 
was on board. The order was carried 
out, but the men who fulfilled it never 
returned. Havana, however, was sav- 
sd from a still more terrible explosion. 


Four boats were lowered, all.manned 


by officers, find one of them was lost. 


Captain Sigsbee went in 
his 
own 


launch on board the Spanish cruiser 
Alfonso XIII to thank her captain and 
officers. He afterwards went on board 
the City of Washington, where Consul 
General Leo, Dr. W. T. Brunner, act- 
ing sanitary inspector of Havana, and 
the correspondents of American news- 
papers had already gathered.

Secretary Long undoubtedly sum- 


marizes the general opinion 
of 
the 


naval experts in finding it impossible 
just now to state the cause of the de- 
struction of f'ie Maine. There are a 
great number of theories, but most of 
them are of a character that makes it 
easy to prove or upset them by a sin- 
gle investigation by a diver. 


Secretary Long has taken immediate 


stops to make this investigation. He 
telegraphed to Admiral Sicard at Key 
West to appoint a board of naval offi- 
cers to proceed at once to Havana, em- 
ploy divers, and generally 
to 
make 


such inquiry as their regulations de- 
mand in such a ease. 


It is expected that this work will 


take some time, and while there are 
officers who say that in their opinion 
it will not be possible, owing to the 
probable disrupted condition 
of the 


hull of the ship, to make out the cause 
of the explosion, the opinion of the 
majority is that the question will be 
easily settled by the simple observa- 
tion of tbe condition of the ship's hull 
plates in the neighborhood of the hole 
which sunk her, whether or not they 
are bulged out, as would be the case 
if the explosion came from the inside, 
or whether they were driven in, as 
would result from the attack of a tor- 
pedo or the explosion of a mine be- 
neath the ship.

Railroads. 


Time was when tbe logs were drawn 


over roads of snow and ice on tbe great 
rude sledges to tbe banks of some river, 
drawn oat on tbe ice and left until tho 
springtime, when tbey wonld be floated 
down stream to the mills. In some 
places tbe system is still in vogue, but 
in large measure all this has been 
changed. Logging railroads have been 
built into the forests, enabling the own- 
ers of pine lauds to reach forests far 
from any stream. Spurs from tbe main 
branch of the road are built out like the 
fingers on an enormous band clutching 
at tbe defenseless pines. After a tortu- 
ous passage through the paths of the 
woods tbe log is loaded npoii the skid- 
way—an incline leading down to the 
railway track. Tbe skids are long, 
tough poles of tamarack or some hard 
wood, placed about 20 feet apart. 


Tho logs easily roll down on these 


skids and are drawn by horses np on tbe 
short;, -wide freight cars, and as fast as 
one car is loaded another takes its 
place, until a train of perhaps HO cars 
is made np. The road is a very rough 
one, 
aud the trains are supplied with 


the best of airbrakes, i'or tbe grades are 
steep, and great care must be exercised 
or tbe trains will break in two and 
disaster and possibly loss of life will 
follow if a part of one of the trains 
breaks away aud starts down the grade. 
"Mountain climbers, " the powerful en- 
gines in use in mining regions, are a 
part of the equipment of a. logging rail- 
road.—"The Ktory of a Pino Board," 
by W S tlurwood, in St Nicholas.

stone pile, to sign an article which was 
to be poblisned in the Portsmouth 
Blade. This article made certain seri- 
ous reflections on Mayor Ghdden and 
Marshal Snhmitt. One hobo actually 
signed the statement, it is said, but 
later confessed the whole'acheme to the 
stone pile guard, "Stont" Coriell. The 
latter took the prisoners to the mayor, 
and to him they told the story. 
He in 


turn took them to various counoilmen 
and had them repeat the ptory. 
The 


Times was unable to learn the purport 
of the allegations to be made against 
the mayor and the marshal. 
Mr. 


Ootiell, the stone pile guardian, also 
alleges that Turnkey Ohinn has, in a 
manner, encouraged members of the 
stone pile gang to become insubordinate 
and to escape from the work-house. 
These are some of the "rumors" that 
will be investgated. 


Another "rumor" is that a week 


ago Sunday Mr. Chinn entered the 
ding store of

Court streets, and 


endeavored to induce one of the firm 
to 'give him, or sell him a glass of 
whisky. Mr. Wurster indignantly in- 
formed the officer that he was not run- 
ning a saloon and ordered him to leave 
hia establishment at once. 


Mayor Glidden and Marshal Sohmitt 


are earnest and conscientious in tbeir 
efforts to give the citizens of Porta- 
inonth a good business administration. 
They are entitled to the support uf all 
subordinates, and if Turnkey Chinn is 
guilty of the charges against him he 
should be removed at once. 


It is to be hoped the police committee 


will give this case a more thorough in- 
vestigation than they did the charges 
against Officer HeiKcl.
